Thus the communist I. W. W.’s, 
while demanding freedom from the state it proposes 
to destroy, propeses to establish in its place a sys- 
tem which denies freedom.

That is well enough in as far as it goes. But it 
fails to strike at the root of the evil.

By wiping out the property of the profes- 
sional bondsman such legislation would quickly de- 
stroy the business of licensing crime. Few in- 
justices to honest men would result. Certginly 
under such an arrangement there would be no busi- 
ness of turning young criminals loosegp rob and 
murder for money with which to pay for their 
liberty. 


A U. S. BOND ISSUE FOR 
SMALL INVESTORS. 


A new bond issue of $500,000,000, drawing 4% per 
cent interest and maturing in 1962, has been au- 
thorized by the government in connection with its 
plan for refunding pressing treasury obligations. 
The offer presents an attractive opportunity to 
small investors. 

In the first place it is safe. Nothing short of 
the destruction of the United States government 
can prevent the regular payment of interest and 
the ultimate repayment of the capital invested. It 
is obviously designed for investment by persons of 
moderate income and capital. This is revealed in 
the provision that these bonds shall be free of all 
taxes, both as to principal and interest, except 
surtaxes, estate, or inheritance taxes, and excess 
profit and war profit taxes. As surtaxes begin only 
on incomes above $6,000 a year, it is clear that in- 
terest received from these bonds by persons of less 
than $6,000 a year cannot be taxed, and on incomes 
between $6,000 and $10,000 a year will be taxed 
only 1 per cent. 

For persons of large income, subject to the sur- 
taxes, they are less attractive. A person with an 
income between $48,000 and $50,000 a year; for in- 
stance, would need a bond with an interest rate of 
6.16 per cent to enjoy the same relative net interest 
as the person with an income of $6,000 a year will 
derive from this Lond of 4:25 per cent interest. 
Such an arrangement is designed to keep these 
issues out of the hands of the large investors and 
preserve them for the small investors. 

The bonds pay 1% per cent more than Chicago 
savings banks. That is, $1,000 invested in these 
bonds will pay the investor of small means as much 
per year as $1,416.66 in a Chicago savings bank, Of 
course they may fluctuate slightly in market value, 
but they are designed for the investor, not the spec- 
ulator, and the interest rate and the ultimate re- 
demption value will not fluetuate. The return is 
higher than the last Chicago bond issue and Illinois 
highway bonds, both of which are now selling 
around par. Many state and municipal bonds are 
yielding less than 4 per cent. 

So much for the information of persons with sav- 
ings. It may be added that these bonds will not be 
sold by the sensational methods of Liberty bond 
salesmanship, but will be distributed through the 
banks throughout the country.

“TI wish the internal revenue solic- 
itor would explain by what reasoning 
he decided that a city employé can at 
the same time become a city contractor 
and in this dual capacity draw pay for 
each from the city treasury. 

“The only reason for the solicitor’s 
opinion holding that the experts are 
employés of the board of local im- 
provements is probably the Faherty 
letter of employment. It was not only 
unauthorized, but purported to do an 
illegal act, to hire the experts for five 
years of their exclusive time, which 
he had no power to do.”

For many months the commission 
has been gathering data and compiling 
reports on every phase of the grain 
business from the time the wheat is 
planted until it reaches the ultimate 
consumer.
